We speared them by doseua; found them excellent eating when 
■cely prepared, as I shall endeavor to show presently. Morn- 
toga, long before it was light, we used to station ourselves each 


pickerel that had gone up to spawn; saw and speared thesnln 
large numbers. On returning found that our net had disappeared; 
by using a grappling found It quite a distance out In the lakd and 
took In nearly a barrel of fish. 8o many large pickerel had gone 
down the stream that they carried the net bodily outlnto the lake. 

We had now a sufficient quantity of flab, and, with our six 
geese and some mailer game, were quit* satisfied to return home.

The Saratoga Meeting. 

Third Day-July 2«. 

The weather on July Sft. the third day of the drat summer meeting, 
was fine, and the racing was first class. Poolsclllug on the track was in 
foil blast, the first instance of an open defiance or the law In the Stale 
of New York. What loophole of escape from the law Mr John 
Morrissey may be rdgnixant of, we are unable to see. but being a 
member of the legislature that passed the bill, this departure on his 
own accouul will probably develop what strength there la In a law 
against pool selling. Helling pools on racecourses I* becoming more 
popular every day. aud there is no doubt tlmt li will be allowable on ait 
the race courses In New York Stale before the summer is over, and that 
there will be no objection to its being carried on at Jerome Park next 
Autumn, as it is tbe only fair way of betting on horse contests Book- 
making Is not understood by tbe'masses, aud if it was the fact of the 
delay iu settling after a race will deter tbe majority of those who bet 
from Indulging in that style of bettiug. The majority of those who bet 
want their tickets cashed as soon as the race is decided, so that they 
can open a new' account on the coming event. 

Tbe tlrst race was for a purse of #400. There were five starters. 
Chiquita was tbe favorite, selling for 9900; Virginius, $106; 
W. 1. Higgins. #110: Cardinal Wolsey, #105, and Prlucess of Thule, 
$35. The horses bad a very fair start. Virginius leading. Cardinal 
Wolsey second. Cbiqulta third. Princess of Thule fourth. W. I. Ulg- 
gins fifth. Running rround the upper turn Cardinal Wolsey went to 
the front, followed closely by the Princess of Thule, Vlrgluus third. 
Chiqita fourth. W. I. Higgins fifth. At the half-mile pole Princess of 
Thule had her head in front. Cardinal Wolsey second, half a length 
ahead of W. 1. Higgins, Cbiquila fourth. Ylrgiulti* closed up. Going 
around the lower turu Virginia- came with a rush, and at the three- 
quarter pole W. 1 Uiggius. Virginius. Chiquita and Cardinal Wolttey 
seemed almost parallel. Princess of Thule a length behind. Getting 
into straight work oq the home stretch Virginius soon rau to the from, 
followed by W. 1. Higgins, but the Utter was unable to overtake the 
big black, and Virginius passed lu under the wire, a winner of 
the race by a length, W. I. Higgins secoud, four lengths ahead of Car¬ 
dinal Wolsey. wno was three lengths ahead of Princess of Thule. Ohl- 
qultn a bad fifth. Time of tbe mile, 1:45. 

Tbe second race was the Saratoga Cup. of #1.0U0. added to a sweep 
stakes of #50. play or pay; the second horse to receive #200 out of the 
stakes. Two and a quarter miles. T.iere were twenty-four nomifla 
tlons for this eveut. of which four came to the post. Tom Ochiltree 
was the favorite, selling for #100: Vera Crux. #180; Parole. $120; Ath- 
lene. #85. The very last pool sold was $4)00 for Tom Ochiltree; Vera 
Crux. $280; Parole. #210; Athlene, #145, making him favorite over the 
field. Tbe start wii# a good one. aud the horses got away leisurely. 
Tom Ochiltree going to the front, followed by Vera Urns, who soo rook 
sides with him. Athletic third. Parolu bringing up the rear. When the 
horses came up to the stand Vera Crux ami Tom had 
their heads together. Athlene four lengths behind with 
her head in advance of Parole. The first quarter was ruu lu 
28V4 seconds. Going down the backstretch Vera Cruz moved away 
from Ochiltree, and when bypassed the half-mile pole h« was two 
lengths iu front of Tom. the latter three lengths ahead of Aihlene. who 
was one length in advance of Parole. Tim**. 1:23. Tbe b •rse-* rau iu 
this wav to tne lower turn, going around which they got two lengths 
apart. Vera Crux leadiug. Tom Ochiltree second. Athlene third. Parole 
fourth. Time this mile. 1:51Vera Crux kept tbe gap open and had 
two lengths the best of it a* he passed under the wire at the stand. 
Ochiltree second, two lengths ahead of Athlcoe. who was three lengths 
in front of Parole. Time of tbe mile aud u quarter. 2:20. Going around 
the upper turn Tom made strong running and closed the daylight. 
When Vera Crnz passed the quarter pole he was leading one length. 
Ochiltree second, two lengths in advauce of Athlene. who was one 
length ahead of Parole. Time of the mile and a half. 2:47*«. Tom 
Ochiltree forced the pace down the backstretch mid closed up on Vera 
Crux at every stride, until at tbe half-mile the latter only led a neck. 
Tom four lengths ahead of Athlene. who was three lengths ahead of 
Parole, the latter still under a pull. Time fora mile aud three-quarters. 
8:12. The lime of the two miles was 8:88. After the 
horses got into straight runniug Vera Crux was iu 
trouble, and wus soon passed by Parole, who. coming on in a gallaut 
manner, picked up Tom at every stride, and finishing like a race horse, 
wou the race by two lengths. Ochiltree four lengths iu front of Athlene. 
the latter oue length ahead of Vera Crux. The time of the race was 
4:0414. which is remarkably good considering the weights. Tom Ochil¬ 
tree ran the last two miles In 8:86. and Parole rau the same distance lu 
3:85. Muggins ran the distauce ten years ago. with 118 lbs. up, in 4 03.

The Buflulo Meet 111?

First Day. 

Buffalo. July 81. 1877. 

Thu Initial day of the twelfth auuual meeting of the Buffalo Driving 
Park Assoclatlou wus marked by a very small stiendauce.lha whole num¬ 
ber probably uot reaching S.UUU. and by far the smallest 
of any first day lu tbe annals of the Park. To 
the prohlbltlou of pool-selllug may bo charged this large 
falling-off. The "moral" clashes, fur whose beuedt this law 
wok enacted, are most conspicuous by tbelr absence, aud unless some 
obnoxious clauses nre amended, ul least so us to allow ladling withiu 
tbe park enclosures, raoal. If uot ail, courses In New York rule, will 
be obliged to close tbelr gates for want of support. Tbe weather wus 
beautiful, aud tbe attractions offered were unexceptionable. The 2 34 
and 2:23 classes, aud the race for three year-olds, made up the pro¬ 
gramme.

balanced upon the bridge formed by The Angers and tbnmb of the left 
hand. The elbow rests upon the left hip loint. tbe main weight of tbs 
rifle, (brought into a direct line of equipoise with the left leg and foot.) 
having ranch the effect of a teu pound weight placed upon the shoulder. 
Tbe right leg 1* slightly bent at tbe kuee; tbe right shoulder and hip 
dropped below the ordinary line of carriage. The butt plate of th»- rifle 
rests against the upper part of the muscle of the right arm, close to the 
shoulder; the flat side of the stock Is brought against 
tbe upper right breast and pressed there firmly by the ann. the elbow 
being well np, the rlirht shoulder thrown back and chest well opened* 
The grip of the right hand at once buga the stock close ap Into the 
arm and shoulder, preventing any sense of recoil, and pressing tbe 
rifle down flrmly upon the bridge formed by the left hand. The whole 
welgbt of body and weapon is poised yet firmly held and so equally Is 
that welgbt diversified that the rifle can be kept in position easily by 
an ordinary man upwards of five minutes on s stretch, without allow 
lug the bead at any one instant to wander off from the target. Tbe 
bone of tbe elbow resting upon the projecting bone of tbe bTp throws 
the arm into a line where no part of It touches the chest or body above 
the hip or below tbe shoulder joint. In the engraving tbls Is not ap 
pareut. but the band of another person can be placed between the arm 
and side of the body without nosblpplog the elbow from the hip joint; 
hence It will be seen that tbe expansion cf the chest in breathing does 
not affect tbe left arm as it does in the half military posture where the 
left arm Is bronght close in npon tbe ribs and consequently cushioned 
on tbe expanding walls of the chest the slightest movement of the 
lungs Instantaneously affecting It by forcing the arm outward. Of 
course there are many theories of prejadlce offered against this posi¬ 
tion, bat as far aa the writer has been able to learn they are theories 
only, with no practical ground of objection. One must cultivate and 
learn tbe position, aa with any other. The general argnmeut agalMl 
it Is that It Is not so handy for snap or Held snooting. Much au objec¬ 
tion Is fallacious, as a rljle can be brought Into position gulte a* 
quickly in the tray mentioned as In the extended left arm habit. It le > 
mere matter of habit, and for field shooting one Is as quick as the other 
while the hip Anger bridge Is the steadiest, becanse lu coming to the 
ceutre line quickly, there Is lens likelihood of swinging by and over 
shooting, as Is frequently the case with snap shooting on tbe rise. In 
larger practice deliberation U always neceaaary for flue and steady 
shotting, one mast know exactly when to pull, and If the rifle be not 
In poellTon, mu-l refrain from tbe blind chance of trying to swing on. 
Tho*e men who shoot always quickly, make good work sometimes, 
rarely ever g«»od averages; consequently they are unreliable In match 
or team shooting.

BT orr-HAND. 

First, before yon begin to study the theories of position, yon will 
need to purchase a rifle (always supposing that the reader Is totally nn 
equippe i) or if yon possess only an ordinary sporting rifle with open 
sights to mount u|H)i> It a Vernier rear sight and wlnd-guage foresight 
with spirit level attached. The essential reasons for these adjuncts are 
that together 'hey produce an observable nicety and Oneness of adjust 
incut which Is unattainable In ordinary open sights, readily educating 
the novice lo a sense of tbe flue capabilities of hi* rifle and observation 
of his own faults; also they teach Ihe beginner tbal deliberation lea 
requisite of success always preluding the attainment of rapidity and 
accuracy. Of course It Is au axiom that the quicker oue pulls the 
trigger after covering the desired poiut tbe sorer the shot, but the very 
counltious of that axiom Imply a kuoweldge that tbe exact centre of 
adjustment has been reached aud ts being held when the action of 
trigger pulling takes place. Consequently, tbe marksman mast attain 
precision flrst, rapidity afterwards. To be able to cover yoar object 
precisely and instantaneously, to trues those conditions and combine 
with ib«m the action of trigger palling, every motion being timed In 
general accord, Is to become an expert rifleman and car* shot. To ec 
oompllsb tbls. you must educate yonr general sensos, paining an appre¬ 
ciation of what you can do correctly and of whai result* your rifle will 
give. Ileoce for Ihe beginner, Vernier rear sights ana adjustable 
forward sights noon a good rifle, a third class Creedmoor target snd a 
range of two nondrod yards are preferable to tbs oft advanced 
Idea (but open sights and short distances shonld be made the A HO 
In the rifleman’s manual. We will suppose now thst a person who bos 
never before died gun or pistol purchase* a Sharp's or Remington's 
rifle mounted aa described (In sheeoce of a preferable target erecting 
one uf boards, making It conform to regulation sixn. vlx.: six feet high 
four feet wide, with a circular h.ark bull's-eye eight Inches In diame¬ 
ter. s ring equidistant surroandto/ tbe bull's eye tweutv-sli lochee In 
diameter, and with still another of forty-aix laches), and begins shoot¬ 
ing *l 2 K) yards distance. 

Let y»ar novice ad Jo -1 bl* rear eight well down, Ineert a cartridge, 
bring the piece np so thst tho pin head fore sight oovtre the ball's eye. 


Riels Matteos in Chioaoo.—Ws ere sorry to say thai tbe prospects 
of scientific rifle practice are not very promising at tho present In Chi¬ 
cago. Now that the enthusiasm concerning the '73 successes of the 
American team baa died oat. the-o Is uo backbone to tbe local rifle or¬ 
ganization. The Dearborn Rifle Clab bos not even the strength to 
threaten dissolution, bnt Is feebly fading out of existence The MU 
wankee flab have six times tried to get a team match on with the C'bl 
cago rifle men and six times hsa.there been a failure to connect, five 
miss Area being due to onr mtrksinen.

A Trip to Madison and St. Pant. 

Euiin, III., August 8, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Fold:— Not to Lake Superior, but a 

a lt up among tbe commUalonere ot Wisconsin and 
nnesota. Just as I was about to start tor Lake 
Superior who should come to see me but George 
Jerome, of Michigan, who had started out on a little 
tramp. After spending the eveulng with me, and as It happened 
that evening, Mr. Charles Hopkinson, of Chicago, and Captain 
Parker, of Oconomowoc, were here. After spending an evening 
ln n four-handed game of enchre aud listening to the dry Jokes of 
Mr. Jerome, I felt quite an Interest in him, and knowing that 
good men arc scarce I decided lo accompany him that he might 
have u safe journey; so accordingly the next morning at eight 
we started, and to show you that Mr. Jerome needed somebody 
to accoinjnny him on the first start, the conductor gave me a 
check to put In my hat but omitted to give one to Mr. Jerome, 
at which he felt quite slighted and spoke to me about it; I 
promised to call the attention of the conductor to it when be 
came arouud, for I thought he ought to have something in hla 
hal. So when the conductor came I told him Mr. Jerome was a 
gentleman and thnl I came with him to sec that he too had proper 
courtesy shown him, and suggested that be should put something 
Into his hat, and that probably a brick would be very appropri¬ 
ate. Mr. Jerome retorted by saying tliat there was no use of a 
brick in my hat as there waa oue there already. We kept up our 
joking aud parted sworn tiriends when we separated in Chicago. 

Now to what aud whom we saw ami the muny courtesies shown 
us hy the Wisconsin and Minnesota commissioners. 

The first place we stopped at on our Journey was Madison, 
Wls., the capital, where wc were made more than welcome by 
Mr. Weleher, one of the commissioners, and Governor Harrison 
Ludington, ex-officio commissioner. The forenoon was spent 
driving arouud the city in company with Mr. Welch and Secretary 
of State Peter Doyle, and the afternoon in visiting the state 
hutching house, which is very complete. Madison is a beautiful 
city, nearly surrounded by four lakes, which are very clear and 
contain fine water for fish, aud very fine ones are caught there 
lu yachts and boats of every description. For pleasure seekers, 
the Park House is very centrally located, and a fine view is had of 
all parts of the city. Mr. A. H. West, the landlord, is an excel¬ 
lent oue, which Mr. Jerome attributes to the fact that he catne 
from Michigan. 

We found Governor Ludington a very practical man, and well 
versed on the very important subject of fish culture; and, by the 
way, he is to meet me at Capt. Parkers’s, at Oconomowoc, and 
visit Dousinans, one of the Wisconsin commissioner’s fisheries— 
at some time I may designate. 

Mr. Weleher is an old resident of Madison, and very enthusias¬ 
tic on the subject of fish, aud the state could not have a better 
man for one of the commissioners. 

We left Madison at 4 p. m., and one hour's ride brought us to 
Devil’s Lake, a place quite noted, where we took supper. The 
lake is very clear and is supplied by a spring less than a mile 
long and about a Half mile wide. While there, a party cams In 
with one wall-eyed pike and some black bass. The lake is almost 
surrounded by mountains of rocks, and Mrs. Terrel, who was 
there for a few days, tells us tliut the second .lav she catne they 
had a thunder storm, and the roaring of the thunder and vibrat¬ 
ing of the sound were such site did not want any more thunder 
storms while she was there. 

After leaving Devil's Lake, there was nothing of much interest 
excepting fine scenery and mountainous couutry, which reminded

Golcher the other resident fish com¬ 
missioner and give us a ride, aud would Ire at. the hotel in an 
hour. On our way buck to the hotel Mr. Jerome remarked that 
Mr. Sweeny was hardly the man he expected to Dm] , he bad 
never met him before, but had corresponded with him I re¬ 
marked he might be like a singed eat, more than he looked - and 
I can tell you I hit him right, he is just the man one cannot 
help but llke.beiug a whole souied, witty and highly educated scien¬ 
tific gentleman. Mr. Golciter his colleague is more quiet and re¬ 
served and a deep thinker. Together they inskc a good tcam 
The first place of interest we visited was the falls of 
^Anthony and the great milling and manufacturing 

This is the head of navigation on ttie Mississippi, the great 
Father of Rivers. On oue side of the river is St. Anthony, on the 
other Minneapolis. The two places make use of this great water 
power, which is not excelled, Or lias no equal in the United 
States. After spending an hour or more I.Hiking over the mills, 
sua-mills, and other manufactories, numbering over forty we 
stopped for dinner in Minneapolis, at the Nlcolet House C T 
McNaroer, proprietor, and a host he is for a landlord, this being 
the headquarters for tourists and pleasure-seekers. In the after 
noon wc visited the falls of Minnehaha. Those falls are truly 
beautiful, and only a Longfellow, or one with equal descriptive 
powers could give one any Idea of these beautiful falls. Here 
we spent an hour or more, and then started for the fort, which 
Is on the buuks of tbe river, and a very commanding point, 
overlooking the surrounding country, In which the scenery (a 
truly beautiful. Returning home, wo reached the hotel at about 
six p. m., aud Mr. Jerome declared he hiul seen more seeuerv 
and wonders of uuture in one day than ever before ln twice 
the time. The next day wc sjieiit an hour or more looking over 
Mr. Sweeny’s choice collection of geological specimens and In¬ 
dian relics, which are very choice and rare. We also examined, 
under a very powerful microscope, what he believes to lie the ova 
of tile eel, but being dried, he said it does not show as plainly 
as when first taken. Mr. Sweeny will follow tills up, and I be¬ 
lieve will nettle the eel queatlon ere long, when I hope be will 
let us hear from him. 

The balance of the day was spent driving around the city and 
looking at different waters with a view to locate tbe state hatch- 
ing house at St. Paul in which we found some very fine water and 
ere this time I think they have made their purchase. Minnesota 
has not had any state hatching, but have hired a practical fish

will build and do tliclr own hatching this Winter. The following 
day we took the steamboat Belle of LaCrosse down the Mississip¬ 
pi. She Is considered one of the finest up river boats, and there 
was quite a large number of passengers on board. We were on 
the boat about thirty hours, and from 8L Paul to Wynona passed 
through Lake Pippin and many other places of Interest. To say 
this does nol exeeil the Hudson river for seencry, one would have 
to he very much prejudiced ln favor of the Hudson. From the 
lime we left Madison until we reached Wynona, wo were travel- 
Ing In a trout country, where they are caught wild, but we could 
not stop, as I propose to yet take my trout fishing up at Lake 
Superior. From Wynona we took the train directly to Chicago 
where my brother pislculturtst and myself parted with hopes that 
there would be only a abort Interval between our meeting again.

VIOLATIONS OF THE GAME LAW. 

The Illinois Stale Game Law being moat outrageously vio¬ 
lated we pledge our word to prosecute all cases which may be re¬ 
ported to us, no motifr who the iniivMuitfo m\y be- ^ e therefore 
request information to be given us of its viol ation. All we ask is 
evidence , we will do the rest. __ 


AMATEUR AND PROFESSIONAL. e 

In the different varieties of sport there Is the amateur and pro- ^ 
fessional. At one time the line was drawn very closely, and the 
distinction very dearly deiined, that an amateur was he who in- © 
dulged in sport solely for ids pleasure, aud not for gain or profit, 
while the professional was one who was actuated from a pecu¬ 
niary motive, or combined pleasure and profit. Having been a 
party to a contest where money was the prize, was sufficient to 
place a man without the pale of the amateur and In the ranks of * 
the professional. Gradually the line was relaxed ami it became a j - 
distinction without a difference, since men would not contend for 
money, hut for its equivalent in silver or sold wares, until to- ^ 
day the barrier lias been so broken down that it is difficult 
to draw the line, as cash is preferred to cups or other trophies, “ 
aud those contending for il do not lose their status as amateurs. 
Indeed, the only distinction to-day between the amateur and pro- 
fessional is, that the latter is one who depends for his living upon a 
the results of his success. ... t 

Trap shooting has ulways had its amateurs and professionals, 
and field shooting its, notably tlte amateur pot-hunter and the 
professional pot-hunter. Between the two there is no question 
as to the superiority. No matter what their status may be in c 
the different branches of sports, in pot-hunting the professional t 
is by all odds the superior tu the amateur. If there can beexten- „ 
uatiug circumstances for violating the law. the professional pot 
hunter may lay claim to them. Early education and associations t 
in which there was more honor In the breaclt than in the ob¬ 
servance of the game laws, have made many a man a pot-hunler, 
who, with different influences, would have been a good sports- 
man. For such a man we feel a regret that habit has become * 
second nature, and that our only recourse to restrain him from 
his evil practices is the strong arm of the law. By constantly 
keeping watch of him, aud fining him heavily every time he uio- ( 
lates the law, his occupation is made unprofitable, and therefore, i 
per necessity, he Is compelled to desist from his nefarious prae- i 
tiecs. 

The amateur pot hunter is a different individual altogether. He , 
usually belongs to a game club, the object of which he knows is ( 
the suppression of the violations of the game laws, and he is sup¬ 
posed to be as much as anybody Interested. If he docs not be¬ 
long to a club, which Is a rare thing for an amateur pot hunter, 
he, at any rate associates with sportsmen, by whom a violation of 
the game law l* regarded in its proper light. By associations, 
therefore, at least, if not by education he is supposed to have im¬ 
bibed the esprit dr cor/* of all true sportsmen. At any rate, ig¬ 
norance of the enormity of the offense, he cannot plead. For 
such a fellow we have got to look further than the mere fines im¬ 
posed by tile law, as in nine cases out of ten he is able to pay 
them, and when it crimes to it, willing, rather than lose a day’s 
sport. Such a fellow is devoid of true gentlemanly sportsraau’s in¬ 
stinct ; is greedy and selfish; a loud-mouthed advocate of game 
laws. His sole object being that game might be protected, that 
he might pot hunt the more. The fact that he hits sneaked out 
like a thief, and shot off a covey of birds before they had a 
chance for their lives, brings not shame to his 
face, for his ignoble and murderous act, for such 
a fellow is devoid of such feelings, but on 

the contrary, gratification that he lias got ahead of those 

whp have too much honor to have acted so dishonorably. To 
call such a fellow a sportsman la an Insult to sportsmen. With 
him sport Is murder and murder, sport. Since, therefore, the 
penalties of the law have no fears for him, other means must be 
resorted to, which should be the expulsion from every club of any 
member guilty of such an act. Since we cannot find words to 
better express our sentiments on this subject we quote the fol¬ 
lowing from Mr. Greene Smith’s address to the delegates of the 
last convention of the New York State Association for the Pro¬ 
tection of Fish and Game: 

•*\Vo ought to iimc ev«ry effort to educate the Ignorant on these sub 
Jecis. as well n* to brlnjj offeudera to Justice. I would metfe-t that we 
debar from our niembeP*bl|) uuy orgunlzitlou that liu< not expelli-u 
from Us member* any pcr*mi8 known in Ikj cognizant of infriugenieuti* 
ou game and fl-li law*, without reporting the same. If any member or 
a simrlsmetiV club U afraid to luform against luw breakers, he does 
not deserve to he one of our members, and uo local organization 'bon Id 
be admitted to the State Association until It shall have purged Itself of 
all such unvr »rthy membership. When we heir of a violation of the 
game law, let us exclaim with llamlet: 

*lfi*tewe o know It, __ ., _ 

That 1 with wings as swift as meditation, or the thoughts of love. 

May sweep to my revenge.’ ”- 

A man who has outraged society and been guilty of an uogen- 
tlemanly act, even though it bo not within the jurisdiction of the 
law, yet does not escape the consequences of his act~ That 
very society which he has outraged Inflicts its punishment on Lim 
by placing on him Its ban and ostracising him from its circles. 
Why, therefore, should sportsmen not treat In the same manner 
those who outrage them and bring on them disgrace. These 
amateur pot hunters are the parasites of sportsmen. They more 
than others violate the game laws and Induce the violation of 
them; for by violating them themselves, they set an example 
* pernicious in the very extreme. How often Is It not thrown up 
to us that members of sportsmen's clubs are the worst of all 
violators of the game laws. Indeed, It is the acts of these 
amateur pot hunters which Induce opposition to the game laws, 
tlpce the Impression Is engendered that the members of game 
dubs desire game laws uot only for the prevention of others, but 
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for greater liberty for themselves. For the acta of the 
few have the majority to auffer and bear the odium. 

Tills question of the violation of the game law* Is a matter for 
serious consideration, aud is ouc which will uo longer admit of 
the apathy aud indifference with which It Is treated. What Is 
the use of game luws if they are not to be enforced i How long 
are the law-observing, earnest protectors of game going to bold 
their hands and allow these fellows, who are fast destroying our 
game to continue lltalr nefarious practices ( How long are the 
threats of those bullies to Intimidate I Look at the game law 
of Illinois; How is It being observed; For the last four 
weeks, we are credibly Informed, that prairie chickens have been 
sold by the commission dealers in game lu this city, aud yet not 
a ease reported. As for woodcocks, we are Informed that six 
weeks ago they were sold here, und one of our correspondents 
saw them publicly offered ou a restaurant bill of fure. 

One day lust week, with the intention of seeing if we could 
detect any Illicit traffic in game, we went ou Water street among 
the commission game dealers. We could not find uuy. but from 
many we learned Hint they were being daily sold. Of course we 
could not gel the names of the dealers. A call on some of the 
retailers corroborated the facts, many of them having offered them 
daily; but as among the commission men, uo names could be ob¬ 
tained. That such a state of things should exist in Chicago Is a 
disgrace to our sportsmen. It is in the cities where the hard¬ 
est blows can be given this illicit traffic lu game, forjif it is mude- 
impossible to sell It the market for it is destroyed, und the profession 
al pot hunters’ occupation is gone. As an evidence of tills we have 
but to cite the result of the labors of the New York City Aswx'i 
ation for the Protection of Fish and game. It is safe to say that 
there is uo city in America where the illicit trattiic in game is so 
small as in New York, all of which is owing to the exertions of 
this Association. Their earnest labors have borne good results. 

In Chicago, under the new game law, the difficulty nf convict¬ 
ing does not exist which did under the old law. Now violators 
can be.punished, and they should be. A notable instance of tlte 
difficulty last year, was that of an amateur pot hunter, formerly 
a member of’u club, who was complained of for violating I be 
game law, succeeded in buying off the officer. 

We have determined to prosecute any case which comes to our 
knowledge und report the same in theseeolutnus— no matter 
who the indiehtual mag tie. Any one who will give us information 
of any violation of the game law can rest assured tliut we will 
leave nothing undone to secure u conviction. All we ask is the 
evidence, we will wee to the rest. And we shuu’t take the case 
before Justice Wallace, who last year postponed from time to 
lime several eases Mr. George Bernard was prosecuting in the 
name of the Auduliou Club, until he tired out both prosecutor 
and witnesses, but we will take them before a justice who lias not 
expressed the opinion that the game law is unjust. 

It is /sirticeps eriminis to know of n violation of the game law 
and not report It: therefore we hope that all those to whose knowl¬ 
edge auy such cases may come will without fail report them to us, 
that we may prosecute them. 


The Field Trial Rules. —Without entering into a lengthy die 
cussiou of the National American Kennel Club rules, we will state 
that the following is the correct version, such as was Intended, 
and which will lie used at the Iowa Field Trials. 

Id the Aged Dog Stakes (Rule 5) each dog will have the oppor¬ 
tunity to make live points on game. 

Rule it. Positive points for Merit: For each point 5; backings, 
tone back being all that is necessary). Ueneral points: Nose, 1 
to 6; pace, 1 to 10; style, 1 to 5; quartering 1 to 5; retrieving, 
0 to 5. 

Negative points for Demerit: A flush to count a lost opportuni¬ 
ty only; refusing to back, 3; each chase, 3; breaking shot, 3; 
each false point, 2. Two chases on birds shall put a dog out of 
the stakes. 


Pointing hares, turtles, larks, or stink birds, shall not be con- l 
sidered a false point; but pointing any other birds than those men- t 
tinned and considered game birds, shall he deemed a false point. 
Any dog making a false point auddiscoveriugittobesuch himself, 
without encouragement to go on, shall not be penalized for mak¬ 
ing a false point. 

Under the head of retrieving, the judges will only allow those , 
dogs the maximum nutr iter of points who do their work, without 
the handlers going with them to show them the bird, and without 
mouthing or mutilation. 

Puppy Stakes. —Dogs over eighteen months old shall uot be 
eligible for the puppy stakes. 

Puppies shall he drawn in the usual manner, except that they 
must he drawn and worked singly; but, in order to test their 
merits in backing, another dog shall be pul down and worked 
with them long enough to settle that point only. 

All the rules for aged and single dogs ou positive points tor 
merit, and negative points for demerit, and geueral points, shall 
apply in the puppy stakes, except in running off tics, when he 
shall have ait opportunity to make three points only. 

No point of merit shall be given retrieving, and none for de¬ 
merit If a puppy fail to retrieve. 

Pointing hares, turtles, larks or stink birds, shall not be con¬ 
sidered a false point; but pointing any other birds than those 
mentioned and considered game birds, shall be deemed a false 
point Any puppy making a false point and discovering it to be 
such himself, without encouragement to go on, shall not be pe¬ 
nalized for making a false point. 

Brace Stakes. —Each hraco shall have an opportunity to make 
five points on game. Tbe rules otherwise the same as those for 
all aged pointers and setters, except that two dogs owned or 
trained by the same person maybe run together; and that in 
case one dog of the brace retrieves, and the other dog does not, 
only one-half the number of points for retrieving shall be 
allowed. 

We are satisfied these rules will be satisfactory to all, and cer¬ 
tainly under them one dog has as fair a chance as another and 
they are as the National American Kennel Club Intended they 
should be Interpreted. The cause of the trouble is the loose 
manner in wliieb they were worded. 

A Trotting Doo. —Speed is all the rage. Messrs. Smith and 
Burges have made a running match, to take place at tlte Nash¬ 
ville trials. Long since we determined not to enter Into com¬ 
petition at any bench show or Held trial, but a private match we 
are willing to make. We have a trotting dog, and arc ready to 
make a trotting match—square work, and oo skipping—for the 
lager; distauce from one-half to oue mile; good day and track. 
If any one has a dog which he thinks can trot faster and squnrer 
than ours, let him Inquire at this office. 

I A Domesticate o Pinnated Grouse. —Mr. C. W. Marsh lu- 
i forms us that a short time since he noticed a pair of young pral- 
i rie chickens among his chickens in Utc barn yard. One has 
I since disappeared but the one remains with them, all the time 
! feeding with them and roosting among them in the barn. His 
, special aversion is dove*; each one he *ce« he goes for In the 
> most spiteful manner. It will be Interesting to notice whether 
t he breeds with the fowl*. 


Wanted, A Thousand Moke. —In these days of barefaced 
violations of the gunte laws and the pusllanlmity of those who 
cognizant, lack the nerve to prosecute tbe offenders, It is gratify¬ 
ing to see that there are men who have the courage to make an 
example of violators. 

Dr. D. McKlnuey, Jr., aud Chitf Justice.' Agnew of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, were recently tried before Justice John Glass at New 
Brighton, Penn., on the charge of violating the game law by 
shooting quails anti ruffed grouse on tbe 3d of July, while woodcock 
shooting. TOe hired man who drove the party testified very 
•trough in the ease of Dr. McKinney, hut Justice Glass having re¬ 
served ills decision, the plaintiff’s attorney lu tbe interim discon¬ 
tinued the suit ami paid costs. On his cross-examination the fact 
was elicited from the man that they called the birds “short-billed 
woodcocks.” Chief Justice' Agnew was not so fortunate, as the 
court lined him $20 aud costs for having u brace of ruffed grouse 
in his possession. 

The Idea of Dr. McKinney—a physician in good standing in the 
community, a man who ought to set a good exumple instead of 
protecting violating the game law, is a sad thing to contemplate; 
and that the Doctor did violate the game law there is no doubt, 
for, after his case had been tried, when he testified in the defense 
of l 'JUtf Justice! Agnew lie denied that the t.'hief Justice! bad 
shot tlte brace of ruffed grouse, and admitted that he had 
shot them, and had, in the division of game on tbe 
way home, given them to the ChieJ Justice! Aud to think of u Chief 
J ustice, lie whose duty should be to vindicate the law, being a 
party to the violation of it. Tlte weak plea of the attorney for the 
defense, that because he was the guest of Dr. McKinney he should 
uot he held responsible for accepting the illicit game, can be re¬ 
garded iu no other light than the plea of a lawyer iu a case with¬ 
out defense and driven to the last extremity. W ould the Chief 
Justice have accepted from a frtcud a eouple of watches the re¬ 
sult of a burglary 1 W’e think not; then why should he have ac¬ 
cepted game unlawfully obtained, for such it was to all intents 
and purposes; for shot wlieo the law prohibits it, it is not honest¬ 
ly come by. All honor to Messrs. Joseph J. Suellenburgh and 
John B. Reno, for their fearless prosecution of these cases, in 
the name of the Forester. Sportsmen’s Club of Beaver Valley, 
and we wish there were just a thousand Snelleiiberg's and Reno’s, 
ami as many clubs like tlte Forester Sportsmen’s Club of Beaver 
Valley. The higher the positions amateur pot hunters occupy, the 
greater the necessity for punishing them. They should not re 
ceive the slightest leniency, for they arc not entitled to any. Our 
regrel is that Dr. McKinney should have escaped, and that he 
and Chief Justicet Agnew could not have been more severely pun¬ 
ished. 

The Iowa Trials.— Everything promises well for the Iowa 
trials. In consequence of the discussion in regard to rule five of 
the rules under which the trials are to be run, many have held off 
to see whether the error would be rectified. Iu consequence of 
tlte short time between uow and the 15th, it lias been decided to 
extend the time of the closing of the puppy aud champion stake* 
to August 22, when they will positively close. This is the date to 
which was postponed the naming of the dogs. Therefore re¬ 
member the dogs to run must be entered and named on the 22d 
day of August. Those desiring blank forms of entry’ cau obtain 
them by addressing Dr. J. I. Leas, President Iowa State Sport- 
mens’ Association, Hampton, Iowa.

thousands. 1 have no reasou to doubt but that he is a gentle- 
man and true aportsmau; I have no reason to doubt hut that he 
would do me and all others full justice if he was well luformed as 
to all the surroundings. I have said to him that there are dis¬ 
similarities in our customs and climate. It is true that I may 
have said some tilings of him in haste, hut I have not written 
aught in anger. I know “Pious Jeems" will fully understand me 
wbeD 1 say that my main reason for discontinuing the discussion 
in, that I do not believe any good would come to Rifle Shot, myself, 
or any of the readers of the Chicago Field from It* continuance. 

When we write for the Chicago Field or any other sporting 
iiaper, and fail toelther amuse or instruct our readers, we had 
better quit and give the room to some knight of the quill better 
qualified than ourselves, and who knows how to strike the key¬ 
note that will entertain all. I know the readers of the Chicago 
Field would soon tire of him and myself, as there would be no 
possibility of our ever settling the questions that are at issue be¬ 
tween us. .. . 

If I had Rifle Shot here in Texas, I would give him a hearty 
shake of the band; I would take him in my buggv with me; I 
would carry him into the field; I would get Jim White and D. 
Goodin to go with us; I would show him how my fiftcen-months- 
old setter dog Dash, aud Jim White’s seven-months-old pointer 
puppy 8hot, would work on prairie chickens, and after we had 
knocked down a dozen or so of chickens each, I would bet my

bottom dollar we would be friends from that time forward. 

I was raised in Mississippi, and it was there that I learned how 
to bag the turkey gobbler, and how to stop the quail in his rapid 
flight I love the sport and Dever fail to indulge In it when op¬ 
portunity offers, aud circumstance* will permit. 1 wish you 
were here to kill a few young chickens. We generally commence 
shooting them by the 20th of July; many of them are, in appear¬ 
ance, fully grown, though not so heavy as the old one*. Now and 
then we strike the second broods with the first and larger. I have 
seen some that I took to be of the second brood for this season, 
that s ere nearly as large aa quails; we do not shoot them until 
they are three-fourths grown. 

I was out with a friend the first of the week, and wc soon 
bagged forty-two. A few days later Jim White and myself bagged 
71 in eight hours’ shooting. Qualls are doing finely, many of 
them more than half grown. In Tcxaa we generally commence 
ahootingiqualls about the 1st of October, by which time both first 
and second brood* are generally plump and fully grown. 

I loam that they have a game law In Mississippi. I wish I could 
say as much for Texaa. During two or three different sessions of 
the Texas legislature, when I had the honor to represent s portion 
of Northern Tex** In the council* of the state, 1 have Introduced 
bill* for the protection of the game and fish of the state, but we 
have never succeeded in passing a game law; but I did succeed in 
procuring the passage of a bill protecting the fish in the streams 
and Inland takes In the state during the spawning season. The 
trouble that we have to contend with in the passage of a game 
taw is the want* and demands of the hardy pioneer* of our 
frontier. Our frontier extends from the Red River to the 
Rio Grande, a distance of five or tlx hundred miles; it it settled 
by the frontiersmen, who bold the country In defiance of the 
marauding Comanche and Kiowa Indiana The frontiersmen pro¬ 
cure much of their subeletence by hunting at all seasons of the 


year. They say to deprive them of the privilege Is aa It were to 
take the bread from the mouths of their children. But the day f 
not far distant when we will have a ga-i-e law in Texaa. Sport 
Ing clubs are being organized over the state. We have a gooc’ 
club at tills place, having for one of ita objects the passage of 
game taw for the protection of the game of the state during tlu 
breeding and raising season. 

Oh, how I would like to be In Iowa this Fall at the Hampton 
field trials. It would do my very soul good, but I fear circum¬ 
stances over which I can have no control will prevent me. 

Should you, or any other lover of the gun and dog, be passing 
by our city, which la ou the Texas Central Kailway, just step off 
for a day or two. Call on any of the ofilcera or members of the 
McKinuev Shootlug Club, aud the boya will give you a day’s 
shooting,* and take great pleasure In dotug so. 

My kindest regards to Ten Guage, If you know who lie is. In 
conclusion, please accept my best wishes for your future happi¬ 
ness and prosperity.

76 on the III. (jump Law, und Its Violations In Chicago. 

Altos. III., Jult 38, '77.— Editor Chicago Field: —On my 
arrival in your city on the early 8t. Louis train, Thursday morn¬ 
ing, July 19, I wound my way to one of your principal hotels, but 
having some urgent business to attend to, concluded not to go 
Into the breakfast room, and wait for the regular meal, but 
walked into the restaurant connected with the house, and ordered 
my breakfast. The waiter laid down the “bill of fare,” and on my 
opening it, behold the first thing that drew my attention was, 
‘‘Woodcock on toast, 40c.” What, “Woodcock on Toast!” 
Here in the city of Chicago where the game law was framed, 
which says, “I shall not shoot a woodcock for my family before 
the 1 tt of September; and here in 
Chicago under the very eyes of all 
her shooting dubs, I find on the 
table of a public reetaurant, “Wood¬ 
cock on toast, 40c." 

What is the meaning of this, Mr. 
Editor! Nay more, I mentioned this 
to a friend, a merchant In yourcity, 
who is fond of his dog and gun. 
He remarked to me, “Why, you can 
get a young prairie chicken at most 
any of these first-class restaurants.’’ 
“Consistency, what a jewel thou 
art.” Please let me ask, was this 
last game law really made so as to 
stop all gentlemen from shooting in 
this part of the State where I reside, 
three hundred mile* south of Chica¬ 
go ! For 1 assure you as far as I can 
see, you might just as well have said 
to me, “You must giveyourgun and 
dogs away, for you will have no 
farther use for them in this lati¬ 
tude.” Permit me to say that I have 
shot over pointers and setters in Illi 
nois for over forty vears,and should 
therefore know “whereof I speak," 
and in those forty years I have not 
shot a dozen woodcocks after the 
15th of August; neither do I know 
of a single gentleman among all my 
shooting friends that haa, but many 
a dozen during the month of July, 
when with us the birds arc full 
grown. In the southern part of the 
8tate they begin to molt about the 
1st of August, and every sportsman 
knows that then they’ cannot tie 
found, or if found and killed are 
not fit for the table. 8o by the new 
law you virtually say to ua, “You 
shall not shoot woodcocks.” 

As I am on the new game law. 
=3 please let us look a little farther and 

see how it works with us and what 
the effect of it will be. At the out¬ 
set I will say, if it suit* for Chicago 
and the northwest, and you gentle¬ 
men want it, why, for one, I say. 
by all meaiut let them have tt, but 
please don’t force It upon us, 300 
miles farther south, where there Is 
from two weeks to a month’s differ¬ 
ence in the season. Often have 1 
left home when my garden was a 
boquet of flowers, aud, oil my ar¬ 
rival in Chicago, thetrees had just 
begun to show their leaves. You 
could not have adopted a more suc¬ 
cessful way to say to gentlemen, 
law-abiding sportsmen, “You must 
not shoot at ail,” for the taw you 
havepassed will virtually have that 
effect, as It says, “I must not shoot

Back to the buggy and off 
two miles to where we had heard of three or four coveys; this 
time we found them, the young (13 month's) bitch making her 
first stand. Steady, Flirt, steady. Now Dr. walk up there, take 
the first bird. I’ll take second and so on, whlrr-r-r-r-bang-bang. 
Charge Flirt, whlrr-r-r-r-bang-bang; two down. Shells In Dr I 
Yes Hold up Flirt, steady, steady; another stand; well we stood 
there and killed 11, and marked the balance down, started for 
them and killed 3; found another small covey, killed 6 and sat 
down to rest for half an hour, then hunted about tbree-fourthsjof 
an hour, but found nothing large enough to shoot, so returned 
home with a !>ag of 20 In about three hour’s shooting. The 
following bags were made that I know of: One party of three, 
27; another of two, 18; two more, 23, and others not heard from. 
And now, Mr. Editor, I can safely say we are going to have bet¬ 
ter chicken shooting than we’ve had for years. All the shooters 
report lots of young birds, and next week I hope to give you an 
account of a good day’s shoot.

A Sportsman’s Eldorado. —Wall Lake Station, Sac Co., 
Iowa,— Editor Chicago Field;—l have eagerly searched the col¬ 
umns of the Chicago Field to see if auy of our Eastern sports¬ 
men have ever made mention of the great hunting grounds 
around Wall Lake, but failed to And any notice of them.

The lake Is about 4} miles long by two broad, and 
abounds in Ash of all descriptions, pickerel predominating. Last 
Spring Prof- Shaw, State Fish Commissioner, had 30,000 salmon 
and trout put in the lake. In the Spring the sportsman's heart 
would be made glad by the sight of millions of ducks, geese, and 
swans which resort to "it, and in the Fall Immense numbers visit 
It during their southern Aight. Prairie chickens and ipiails are 
also abundant What a Held for the sportsman I One hundred 
thousand acres of prairie, and thousands of acres of stubbles of 
wheat, hurley, oats, besides immense corn Helds, that supply food 
to millions of chickens and i[uails. besides snipes and plovers. 
About the beginning of Winter deer are plentiful. Near the lake 
a good building has lieen built for a hotel by a Mr. Lane, to lie 
called the "Sportsman’s Lodge," and will lie open to the recep¬ 
tion of guests this Fall. Eastern sportsmen should not let such a 
fine opportunity pass over without paying a visit to this Eldorado. 
They will never regret a visit to Wall Lake and the great hunting 
grounds of Sac County. The best way for any one coming out 
will be to take the Chicago and Northwestern cars to Maple 
River Junction, then change on to the Maple River Road for 
Wall Lake Station, where they will And a conveyance ready to 
take them to the “Sportsman's Lodge." Several sportsmen from 
Chicago and Clinton, Iowa, have already written to secure ac¬ 
commodation, and your humble servant intends to spend one 
month at the Lake this Fall- H. C. Kennedy.

I find quails unusually plenty in 
some places, and one brood I found certainly had 25 young 
ones half-grown, with only a cock quail fostering them. I think 
Ohio Is good for plont.v of shooting this Fall, although not antic¬ 
ipated last Winter.

shooting, etc., have concluded to bore you with a line or two 
from Javhawkerdom. Since we got our admirable game law- 
passed quails aud grouse are becoming abundant. We can shoot 
the former from October 1st to January 1st, and the latter from 
August 1st to March 1st. Netting and trapping Is not allowed, 
aud what is better and much more effective for game preservation, 
common carriers arc prohibited from transporting game of any 
kind.

Ki.lswohtii, III., July 28, 1877.—Prairie chickens are very 
plentiful, more so than l" reported a few weeks ago. I was out 
training my dogs a few days ago. 1 found five covlea of chickens 
ill about ail hour within one and a half miles of town. They are 
uneven In size; some over half grown, while others are 


Many of the young birds are well grown, and one bevy has the 
largest birds I ever saw for this time of the year. Rabbits are 
unusually plentiful, there having been very little snow to track 
them until after the law closed last winter. Woodcocks are more 
plentiful with us this summer than for aeveral seasons back. I 
could throw shot on no less than four broods from our front 
stoop. We have never had a more favorable season to keep 
thran with us, It having rained about twice a week, all through June 
and so far this month, we have had considerable wet weather; 
but alas, I think they will leave us before the open season 
commences. Why they should have passed a law allowing wood¬ 
cocks to be shot only from Aug. 1st to Feb. 1st, is more than I 
can tell; with us by the 1st of August they commence going to 
the cornfields, and it is next to Impossible to ehoot one there un¬ 
less you have a spaniel; and another thing, when you get one he 
is nothlngbut pin-feathers and a disgusting object Now, whether 
these birds go to theeedare In the hills, or In cornfields to moult, I 
can’t say; but I've always found the most In the last-named 
place, and since I've grown up I rarely, if ever, go after them, 
after the last of July. If our legislature wished to prohibit sum¬ 
mer shooting, why not have made the law open Oct 1st I am 
opposed to shooting these birds In summer, as one fall cock la 
worth half a dozen summer ones, and then you can hang them up 
and look them over nrfw and then. 

We have just lost a very pretty litter of puppies by Johnson’s 
Duke, out of Coming's Flake; some villain must have put poison 
around In moat and the poison was conveyed to the puppies 
through tbs mother. It Is a great loss to the owner, as the pupa 
were all sold but two—one going to Boston and the other to Vir¬ 
ginia as gifts. 

I wish the St. Louis Conical Base Shell Co. would get to mak¬ 
ing their shells more uniform; they can’t be beat for sbootlng 
qualities. We would all use them our way, but we have had pretty 
bad luck with them and have bad to give them up.

The fanners ex¬ 
press themselves In this way, or at least, one did to me, that 
parties of four or five from Chicago, come out. here, and In a few 
days kill 800 or 400 birds, and then their, (the fanners') chances 
are rather "sllin” to get any birds. Such Is the state of affairs 
around here, and such reports come from Aston and Rochelle, 

I think It will lie Impossible to avoid the kllllmr of more or 
less game, during the close season unless some person Is ap¬ 
pointed especially, to watch and prosecute the offenders of the 
law.

Little Things, But Worth Remembering. 

BY ARNOLD BURGES. 

There Is an old saying, "amerciful man Is merciful to his beast," 
and certainly proper consideration for the welfare and comfort 
of our dumb servants, is no less the part of policy than humanity. 
Beyond a certain point the power to do aud to endure canuot 
goj beuce if we Would preserve the ability to serve us as long as 
possible, we must see to It that all unnecessary strains upon the 
system are avoided. Many meu make their dugs follow the wag¬ 
ou wheu going to, or returning from, a day’s shooting. Some do 
this for the purpose of getting the dogs steady, others from a love 
of ease which forbids them to incommode themselves by crowd¬ 
ing Ihe carriage, but be the reason what it may, the result Is bad 
since the dog s muscles are overtaxed, and they must consequent¬ 
ly go to their kennel more fatigued than they would otherwise be, 
thus frequently inducing nervous irritability and lock of that re¬ 
freshing rest, without which the dogs will be good for nothing the 
next day. Unquestionably some dogs will stand such treatment 
longer than others, but in every ease it is a waste of material 
which if persisted iu must eventually tell against the dog and 
make him old before bis time. 

Another important matter is earing for dogB properly after 
they get home. It will not do to turn them Into the kennel cov¬ 
ered with the inud and burrs picked up during the day, or tliey 
will He for hours tumbling about In discomfort, and pulling out 
the burrs with their teeth at a sacrifice of hair and Bkin, which 
they cannot afford, In point of looks at least. Immediately on 
their return the dogs should be carefully und gently combed and 
brushed; their feet and legs should he bathed with tepid water 
ami castile soap, taking special care to separate the toes and 
break up any mud balls which may eliug to the toe tufts. The 
feel should be examined, and If in the least tender, soaked in 
vinegar aud salt, to harden them. If, however, any raw pluces 
an; found the vinegar w ill prove too harsh for Use, ami mutton 
tallow rublieil Into the sores till it cannot be licked off will do 
lar better. Next should come a plentiful and suvory supper, with 
au hour's lounge lielure the lire it llie weather is mill, ami lastly, 
comfortable kennels, with plenty of clean straw. Some men feed 
in the morniug, U|«m the principle that it is cruel lo make a dog 
work all day upon an empty stomach. This Is a mistaken kind¬ 
ness, for experiment has demonstrated that exercise retards the 
digestion, and ihe food, consequently, lies heavily upon the 
stomach, without affording support, though imposiug an addi¬ 
tional burden. Very frequently a dog thus fed vomits his break¬ 
fast, and If continually forced to relieve himself In this way, his 
stomach becomes weakened, the whole system suffers, and the 
dog soon get* ont of condition. One good meal a day Is all suf¬ 
ficient for a healthy dog, ai d if given at a time when circum¬ 
stances favor it* highest usefulness, ft will sustain him belter 
titan more frequent feeding. 

Perfect freedom after work conduces in great degree to thor¬ 
ough rest; for this reason, if possible to avoid it, dogs should not 
tie chained when they come home. Thus confined the opportuni¬ 
ty for seeking comfortable places or positions is limited, and doge 
like men wlU often court sleep unavailing!}-, if such ease Is de¬ 
nied them. In the summer a yard where the dogs can dig and 
find cool earth. Is far better than a straw filled kennel, since the 
latter is too hot ntul has a tendency to breed Ilea* and other par¬ 
asites which are Ihe bane of canine existence.

Mr. Sherwood Reviews the New 

Show.

Editor Chicago Field: —Allow mo a few words on the New 
York Bench Show. As an editor and reporter you are a most ex¬ 
cellent one; as a eritle you are uot only an ab.e ono, hut a fair 
one. In a double sense. Were It not that I know you are smart 
enough lo «-c that a difference of opinion. In your paper ex¬ 
pressed, made It not only more valuable, lieeuuse more readable, 
and hence more sought after; and further, did not I feel sure that 
you would tolerate this difference of oplulon isitween you—the 
editor—and me—a patron, simply, I would sooner wall till June 
and catch the bugs again, that together with the hairs form my 
old "Wilderness' " tail, and to furnish "little devils," like I, with 
such anti-Berglau »|sirl. 

Although the thousands of readers (myself Included) of your 
paper, look lo you as a very pope of authority, I know you 
claim not infallibility, and hence, while In mauy things I agree 
with you, I beg leave to disagree In many. Certain am I that you 
are right In your high appreciation of the magnitude of the ahuw, 
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and the high social position of the members of the club, to whose 
credit Is due the fact that the enterprise Is looked upon as a suc¬ 
cess. . 

As for the superintendent, Mr. Lincoln, ray “pocket edtllou 
contains no word Urge or meaning enough to express Just how I 
efficient he Is. 

So much has been said and wrltleu about the dogs of Mr. Smith, 
that I believe there are a thousand men In America that could 
pick out his Leicester, Parts, Dart and Clip, If not 
Pearl, were they to meet them In the streets of Boston or Strath- 
roy. On the other hand, so little has been said about the dogs of 
Mr. Murford (beyond the fact that he U credited with a superior 
breed of oraugc and white nntivf), that a description of them 
might be interesting, and at some future day I may give It, for I 
looked them over carefully and noted down their points. In ac¬ 
cepting the challenge of Mr. Smith, he evidently thought that all 
he had to do was to understand the meaning of that one word 
— handsome; while In accepting the Judgment of the judge, he 
must now know that the words “quality" cut, dash. In one ! 
sense that word covers pedigree, Slid, w hile there was not the toss 
of a penny’s difference between the two selections, as to hand¬ 
some only; surely, if quality means pedigree, then Mr. Smith's I 
could not onlv have beaten Mr. Morford’s, but the “devil’s owu" | 
as well; for his dogs not only truce buck to Ponto and Old Moll, | 
but doubtless could get back to the very pulr whose dam and sire , 
were either wolves or jackals, history tells us. 

Candidly, if allowed to go into the lot, as they stand, 
and take a trio out of the dozen, for love or money, I would pick 
first, Mr. Wcstcott's Pedigree; second, Mr. Smith’s Clip, and 
third, Mr. Morford's May. In dolug this, I would be governed 
not simply by value, but by my own views, as to the ideal dog, as 
well. In champion English setter dogs, Mr. Smith’s Leicester 
beat Mr. Macdoua’s Ranger II, and Justly, 1 think ; both are great 
beauties and were In superb condition. I could not help but 
think of the dispatch signed "Lort,’’ that said his (Ranger II) 
sire had “won all," while he himself looked like he might do 
credit to him as a “chip,” etc.; yet, when one looked them both 
over, he could but thluk that, as between Ranger II and Leicester, 
a race would be “neck and neck,” if not “dead." 

In champion English setter bitches, there were three very hard 
ones to decide on; and while my tikes, would, perhaps, cause me 
to put the “wee" thing—Magnet first, friend Davidson’s dislikes 
will even make him Dart in the larger, stronger ones. Right 
here, allow me to sav, that, I know, (as friend Burges said about 
quail scenting) it is necessary to establish a large and small class 
for setters, as much as It Is to keep the one established for 
pointers—this so loug as Mr. D. Is judge, 1 think him the best 
judge of an English litter in the United States, and that he Is an 
honest one, I have the proof, for he placed every one of my own 
English setters right in behind better looking dogs. I want no 
better proof, for I know, be would have been “glad to have 
favored” me, could he have said, sleep conscience. A man Is 
pardonable for sitting at home and thinking he has tile best, but 
If he want* not other convictions be must keep from “under the 
gass light” in Gilmore’s Garden. In champion Irish setters the 
giving of first place to Rufus over Elcho (as a “bench show dog”) 
looks a little like, as though the advice of Mr. Burges to cut 
loose from old standards and establish radically different ones 
had been takeu'before it was given; and for fear that iny mean¬ 
ing may be misconstrued and style condemned, I will say, that, 
for similarity, remember when the “father of the blues” said, of 
their breeding as a business, had he “not had a better one, he 
should have quit ere he began. As a stud dog, could I but see 
enough, in sight, across the water, 1 would not fear to challenge 
the world to show against him and his Utter from Friend, with 
one of which I would like to help clean up the progeny of some 
of the grand voungsters, not <>u the bench, but on the plains at 
Hampton and Tenuessee, for the “cutting loose” that put* him 
ahead on the bench would put her behind. 

A great deal has been said, privately, about Rufus and Plun- 
ket. One says the latter is a very light red” and has a “mis¬ 
erable disposition.” Now I feel sure that such is not the case, 
or the “thousand and one” annoyances that Plunket w as subject¬ 
ed to, that he did not resent is no proof. As to his color It Is 
not light by any means. Rufus is also all right on both these 
scores. I once owned a dog that was first-rate company for 
humans, but if you wanted to own another dog and keep him 
at home you wanted to leave the old one out or the new dog 
would be soon "counted out.” 

As to the champion Gordou class I can't say much, unless 
'twould be to query, if there was more than one degree of death! 
You alude to both Grouse and Shot as being superior to Rupert 
in “coat and tan.” You speak of Grouse’s “snipey” nose, and 
lower Shot by speaking of Pearl’s pedigree us an additional 
claim of merit—this in another class further on. So now to re¬ 
capitulate— all three being kilted : “Rupert” for lack of “coat and 
tan;" “Shot” for lack of "pedigree;” and “Grouse" for not 
lacking anything, but having too much nose and that “Snipey.” 

I would really like to know which of the trio is simply dead; 
which deader and which deadest I In regard to “Norah” ’twould 
be hard to procure her equal. I had her in my eye, long ago; 
but as a mate to a dead dog, (mine) she is too good; and until 
after the field trials 1 must not thluk of her again -perhaps not 
then ! 

In regard to the champion pointer, at first, I was much disap¬ 
pointed, and thought “Sleaford” deserved the prize, for he Ib a 
beautiful dog, and good all over; and, besides, Is of undoubted 
high rank as to blood; Is of the old-fashloucd color—liver 
and white, and together with his spleudld "show 
condition,” he looked every Inch a stunner. 1 have never seen 
a picture of him that did him justice. Steel’s Flake Is a beautiful 
little dog, and looks good enough for a bench show winner. 
8trong’s Pete reminded me ever so much of a “mouud sprung 
up in ” my kennel, at the head of which a plain white slab tells 
a sail story; for, with the dog lieneath It, I expected to have had 
lots of full at this same show. Pete is the most worthy son of 
the now dear Old Phil, a* to size and general make-up. DIUey’a 
Ranger Is a fine up-standing dog, and looks as though he might do 
all hi* enthusiastic owner claims for him In the field. As to my 
own Saticho (who ilka little Flake, seemed crowded for room 
among such big guns) I can't say much; but I do think a good 
deal of him, notwithstanding, I can't honestly suy that 1 think 
him superior to 8n*p-Sbot; Indeed, when I dropped Sleaford for 
the pride of place, 1 could find no dog so worthy to fill It a* 8nBp- 
BhoL Laying aside all feeling as to whose dog he was, where 
from, how old, aud whoso dogs lie was beating (my own, remem¬ 
ber. was In the puddle) I say he was just a little better dog than 
any In the ring. The very fact of so great a pointer man as R. 
Lloyd Price, sending him over here from the very groundson which 
hi* own and other dog* are run at trials; to say nothing of the 
fact that he not ouly owns some of the grandest living, but once 
owned the glorious Belle, is pnsif enough, that as he could not 
Bend the crew he sent the captain. I cannot speak for the other 
exhibitor* whose dogs Snap-Shot beat, but for myself, I can simply 
sav that, among hlsotber victories, wheu Mr. Price places in Vol. IV. 
E.'K. C. 8 . 8 ., Champion at the grandest show on earth, I shall take 
pleasure In looking It up, as I have the doings of himself and 
dog* In volume* preceding It. Across the mighty deep I con¬ 
gratulate Mr. Price on his good luck; and for one would like, 
another year, to see the man hlmaelf whose dog baa been used aa 


a bandanna to “wipe the eyea” of all the pointer men that faced 
the music of Gilmore's Garden. Without finding fault with 
your views, Mr. Editor, as to Suap-Shot suffering with mange, 
more than to say that I never knew a mangy dog that did not 
scratch, and with a request to be allowed to continue this review 
Just once, I will promise thereafter to subside for another “four 
months," or, lu other words, like a clam at certain water stages, 
I'll “shut up,” while the ball continues to roll.

The Owner or Elcho B«plie§ to Borges Again.

Editor Cuicaoo Field: —It Is quite refreshing during these 
heated days to be Informed by the owner of Rufus that a man Is 
allowed to say a word for himself or his property, but it would tie 
a deuced sight more refreshing if the gentleman would give 
Elcho a rest. The dog you know Is weak aud can't stand very 
much, on paper. Of course Mr. Burges can—If he is bound to 
and 1 firmly believe he Is—praise his own dog to his hearts content, 
sluce the dog is au athlete and enduring, on paper too, but why 
lu his eagerness to keep the good qualities of Rufus before the 
public docs he do it at the expense of auother man’s dog! It 1* 
really too sad that we all cau't have the same opinion of Rufus 
that his owner has, especially since that opinion Is an Impartial 
one, as we are assured by the holder thereof. 

I had made up my mind not to reply to Mr. Burges' letter, pub¬ 
lished some two weeks since, but as he has written two since I 
have written oue, and as two to one Is scarcely fair though he 
does need a little odds wheu comparing Rufus and Elcho, I take 
the liberty of writing this, aud besides I do want to suy a word 
for Rufus, and I will say that word in the first part of my letter; 
the letter will uot be a long one. The public can depend on that, 
hut Whether it will be my last depends u;k>u the owner of Rufus. 
You know friend Burges that I’m a particular lover of the Irish 
dog and have his welfare ut heart aud I tell you 
It makes me sad to see a royal Irish red, one of such a 
gallant type as Rufus, and 1 honestly mean it, placed at a disad¬ 
vantage. 1 am sad when, judging from your letter In last Chicago 
Field, I thluk of what might have been. It is in this wise I am 
sad. You tell us under date of July 21, 1877, in givtng your ex¬ 
cuse* for uot accepting Mr.Whitford’s challenges, (aud by the by, 

1 did not expect they would be accepted, as it would be a fearful 
risk,) that Rufus Is only half broken, or rather that he was not 
half broken at time of New York show ; and yet almost a year 
ago, under date of September 23, 187ti, you stated, for public 
benefit, that you would run Rufus yourself with certain other 
dogs at Memphis lu the following November trials. Well you 
did not, but that mu not your fault, us wc all know, since through 
6lckness it was impossible for you to have been on hand. But 
had you been there, my friend, what chance would Rufus have 
stood In 1878, amid tlial field of gallant dogs, if lu 1877 the dog 
is not half broken! Wereu’t you a trlfie rash in thinking of run¬ 
ning Rufus under those conditions, and were you doing Justice to 
the breed we botb admire so much! If it is uncertain even now, 
iu July, how Mr. Von Culln, a strong, healthy man, will succeed 
in getting tlie dog ready for the Nashville trials, how could you 
have been reckless euough to advance the Idea that the dog was 
ready for the trials of 1878! For, although 
we both have great faith in the excellence of 

the Irish dog, yet do I protest against putting a 

dog so heavily handicapped as Rufus must have been lu 1878, in 
a public trial. It is pleasing to see the owner of i.ufus uot so 
rash iu 1877 as in 1876. That spirit of during might have been 
hauded down through a century from 1778 to 1876. However 
that Ib passed, and ’tls well, for no half broken dog could have 
won at Memphis, or can win at Nashville. I have said my word 
for Rufus, aa his owner thought he was culled upon to do just 
after the New York show, and that idea seems to cling to him 
even now. If Rufus “must suffer” in public oplulon from the 
reports of that show , why I’m not of the oplulon that a word 
from bis owner will keep the dog from so great paiu. Mr. Bur¬ 
ges thinks his dog superior to others; and that is just my opinion 
of Elcho, and though he was beaten, yet I would have kept still 
and let him suffer, had not the owner of my dog’s rival burst 
forth. I feel like bidding the whole affair an affectionate fare¬ 
well. Mr. Burges gave this little discussion birth and has nursed 
it carefully, too tenderly, In fact, and 1 trust the thing is dead, so 
let me perform the part of sexton and bury It, and with the last 

shovelful of earth upon the cold remains, exclaim- I 

thought of quoting a little Latin, but since that critic “Black 
Ned" has of late given the Field such doses I forbear, and will 
perforin the funeral services entire without the quota¬ 
tion. Mr. Burges informs us with a calmness 

past aU appeal, apparently, that the public at New York favored 
Rufus. Well, that is good, but I have a word to say about that 
too. If he means the public cognizant of the points of a dog, 
and particularly of the Irish setter, permit me to assure him with 
all honesty aud calmness, that nine out of ten favored Elcho, 
just as they did at Chicago, but of that more anon.

That public 
opinion business Is too thin, and had better liave been left at rest, 
for I have a higher card than that to play, In fact my hand Is full 
of them. Mr. Burges refers to the public opinion at New York 
and gives his oum idea of It 1 will refer to the public oplulou at 
Chicago aud give the Idea of one not interested in either Rufus or 
Elcho, and one much more liable to render an Impartial opinion 
of the public opinion than either Mr. B. or myself. This gentle¬ 
man Stdted In a public print that at the Chicago show Elcho 
attracted much attention, and when It was known 
that he had taken first prize no one seemed 

surprised, for It was generaUy expected he 
would.” At that show Elcho won first, and 
Rufus third. Let us hang our “harp on a willow 

tree," Mr. Burges, for all this newspaper talk amounts to nothing. 
You can’t alter the public opinion by writing a dozen letters, for 
there will come an answer to every one from somewhere. 

Mr. Burges Is rather inconsistent in bis reasons and excuses. 
He Informs ua iu his letter of the 21st that he told Mr. Whltford 
at New York when discussing the merits of Rufus and Elcho, 
that he did not own a Rufus pup, and would be a fool to bet on 
other men’s dogs, etc-; and yet he told Mr. Whltford this while 
his breath was yet warm from offering Mr. Whltford a (50.00 
bet to run Rufus against a dog not owned by Mr. Whltford, and 
over which he had no control; that was consistent, wasn’t it! 
Again Mr, Burges tells us that Mr. Whltford knew before he put 
the bet* on record that he could not accept them; but he doe* not 
tell us whether when lie (Mr. B.) offered the >50.00 bet against 
Elcho at New York, he knew the dog would not win at Nashville. 
It was a cheap way to make reputation for Rufu*. However, I 
care nothing for these beta; am not a betting Individual; never 
made but one bet of over (10.00; won a basket of champagne;

Editor Cii (dago Field :—I have been greatly amuacd.aa well uo 
doubt, as many other readers of the Field, at the warm contro¬ 
versy between Messrs. Burges, owner of Eleho, Smith, Whlteford 
and Taylor. It brings prominently to the front some strange cu¬ 
riosities.

The Doo He Wants. —Hiawatha, Kansas, July 21, 1877.— 
Editor Chicago Field :—I was very much pleased with an article 
by “Bluff City," which appeared in your interesting columns last 
week. 

There can be no doubt but that sportsmen want a dog (and a 
great many can't afford to keep more), that will stand lots of 
work, and be of some use in the Held. I, for one, do not want to 
buy a dog just because his sire has won at a bench show, or even 
at Held trials, as I think great importance ought to be attached to 
how and by whom the pup was broken, whether he saw game 
when young, etc., etc. Let the stock be wliat it will, if I can get 
a pup and keep him without seeing game until he Is nine or ten 
months old, then take him out, and if he heats his ground well, 
keeps his eyes on his master, to know his whereabouts, etc., etc., 
and after a few hours’ work stands his birds well, that is the stock 
I want. This putting pups in a breaker's hands when young, and 
having some worked on game, some uot, some thoroughly broken, 
others not, is, in my opinion no stock. So far as size is con¬ 
cerned, give me Smith’s pocket edition of setters, as I think records 
as well as experience go to show that the smaller sized dogs do 
better in the Held. Though the best in the country, I am in¬ 
clined to think that there has been too much inbreeding in his stock, 
which makes tie pups hard to raise, and also injures the health 
for success as sires. The best dog 1 ever saw in the field was a 
small sized Irish setter, imported to Quebec, Can., some fire years 
ago. Since then I have kept different breeds of setters, but never 
found any with the stamina and get up of the Irish, aud am quite 
satisfied that one Irish or English setter will do more work than 
two Gordons. In conclusion I would say that I hope every true 
sportsman will wish the author of that tirade of vituperation aud 
abuse against Smith, well out of any shows or trials held in this 
country. Chill Shot. 

A Good Law. — Cleveland, O., July 26, 1877 .—Editor Chica¬ 
go Field :—Our City Council has passed a law for the registra¬ 
tion and licensing of dogs, which I think a very good one. It 
provides that all dogs shall be registered at the office of the City 
Clerk, and that the sum of one dollar shall be paid on each dog, 
and two dollars on each bitch; that auy one keeping or harboring 
a dog without having properly registered the same, shall be ar¬ 
rested, fined and imprisoned; anyone killing or injuring a dog on 
which the license has been paid, is liable to u fine not to exceed 
(50.00, or Imprisonment in the workhouse not to exceed thirty 
days. Up to the present .time over 9,000 dogs have been regis¬ 
tered, the city realizing a sum not less than (12,000, whereas, in 
former years, the tax-payers were compelled to pay out from (l,- 
500 to (2,000 a year for the destruction of dogs by shooting, 
drowning, etc. A great many dogs have been killed by tbeir 
owners rather than pay the license, or incur the risk of being ar¬ 
rested and locked up. Would it not be well for the barbarians 
who run the machinery of your city government, to come here 
and take a few lessons from our councilmen in law making? The 
passage of the ordinance, ns it now Btands, is due to the untiring 
and earnest efforts of Mr. John Farley, councilman from the 3d 
Ward. Mr. Farley is a sportsman and a gentleman, and is the 
owner of some fine dogs. He deserves a gold medal as large as 
his own heart for his action in this matter. J. H. 

Note. —It would be a good Idea for our city autboriiies, as our 
correspondent suggests, to follow the example of Cleveland, In¬ 
stead of using our policemen to prowl around like a lotof thieves 
to poison the dogs.— Ed.

THE CHICAGO FIELD. 


The Lnntero Fly. 

The curious species of llrefly known as the 
Fulgora Lanlemaria, or Lantern Fly, Is repre¬ 
sented in the annexed engraving. It Is a large 
and handsome Insect, with wings varied with 
black and yellow. The snout la long, straight, 
and curved upward, and the light Is said to 
emlnate from its extremity as from a lantern. 
It flies high and hovers about the summits of 
trees. Another species, the F. Candelaria, of 
China, Is of a greenish color varied with orange 
and black, with u long snout curved upward. 

The causes which produce the light in the 
glow-worm and similar insects have been the 
subject of much discussion among naturalists. 
The most recent writers, however, agree that the 
luminous tissue Is made up of fat globules, per- 
mealed by numerous trache® conveying air, with 
no traces of nerves or blood vessels. It does not 
appear satisfactorily determined whether there 
may not be In this tissue phosphorized fats 
which give forth light on contact with oxygen, 
hydrogen or nitrogen. The intermittence of the 
light Is believed to depend upon the movements 
of respiration, and to be entirely dependent of 
those of the circulation. It Is said that there Is 
no heat accompanying the light, though It be a 
true combustion and a combination of carbon 
with oxygen; this may be owing to the rudeness 
or imperfection of our instruments, or to the 
slowness or peculiarity of the combustion.
